far behind the times that it may be classed as me- 
dievalism. It belongs to the period when industrial 
barons ruled the factories with iron hand and dealt 
only with individual] workers as commodities in the 
labor market who had no right to a voice as to 
wages and working conditions. 

A few years only have passed since the exposure 
of conditions in the steel factories under this despotic 
policy shocked the American people. That Judge 
Gary is able to claim that conditions are better is 


recognized by the public and by enlightened employ- 
ers as equitable and as a factor of social and 
industrial order and progress. It is recognized by 
the Government of the United States as the right of 
labor. 

Judge Gary’s refusal to confer with unfon repre- 
sentatives of any part of his employes and to con- 
cede to them the right of collective bargaining is 
wholly unjustifiable. In this case the charge of 
despotism lies at his door, not at that of the labor 
unions. 

Judge Gary’s plea that tender regard for the in- 
terest and liberty of Steel Trust employes prevents 
him from yielding to the union demand may be set 
aside as wholly apart from the question, if it is sin- 
cere. That is not his business. It is a plea of pa- 
ternalism that has no place in American industry. The 
employes should be free to choose their own methods 
of determining the wages and the conditions of 
labor they will accept. If they want to be unionized 
and to deal with the Steel Trust through union rep- 
resentatives, that is their business and their right. 
Judge Gary speaks for the steel interests, which are 
closely associated in policy. It is not becoming in 
the cat to weep over the troubles of the mouse in 
trying to find avenues of escape from cat claws. 

Judge Gary tries to make an issue out of the 
“closed shop,” which, he says, is involved in deal- 
ing with the labor union. : 

The union leaders deny this issue. They deny they 
are asking for the “closed shop.” They insist that 
the sole issue is the conference, and the “‘closed shop” 
is a bugaboo which Judge Gary has summoned to 
strengthen his case. 

Standing upon an issue which Judge Gary thinks 
will follow another issue is neither logical nor justi- 
fiable. Conceding a conference with union repre- 
sentatives does not involve conceding the “closed 
shop.” It involves only the denial of collective bar- 
gaining through union organization. If the demand 
for the closed shop follows the conference or is the 
consequence of recognizing the right of confer- 
ence and collective bargaining, then is the time to 
fight the “closed shop.” Using it now to strengthen 
the unjustifiable denial of a conference is merely an

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JUSTICE THE CORNERSTONE. 

The 643 officers of the New York Fire Department 
have pledged themselves, as a force responsible for 
the public safety, to have nothing to do with strikes, 
even as a means of last resort, in obtaining firemen’s 
rights, but “to stand faithful to the trust imposed in 
us and to our oath of office.” 

But, in the set of resolutions embodying this pledge, 
the organization also says that it believes the people 
of the city will at all times “decide with justice all 
matters affecting our material conditions and wel- 
fare.” 

This action and the form of resolutions adopted 
suggest that, in the coming industrial conference, 
called by President Wilson, the attempt~-to build a 
new temple of industry must have justice for its 
cornerstone. 

If, on the one hand, the workers are to forego the 
exercise of their power of coercion through the strike, 
they must be assured that employers will, on their 
part, decide with justice all matters affecting their 
material conditions and welfare. This does not mean 
paternalism, a rock on which the Pullman experiment 
was wrecked. The just employer will have no need 
to use paternalistic methods, which are always re- 
sented by workers of spirit. : 

On the other hand, the workers will do well to 
consider the pledge of the New York ire officials. 
A majority of the men and women engaged in indus- 
try are, as truly as policemen and firemen, intrusted 
with the welfare and safety of the country, which 
looks to them for a sufficiency of all those products | 
which must be forthcoming to insure the people the 
necessaries and comforts of daily life and a civilized | 
standard of living. They, too, must pledge them-| 
selves to deal justly with employers and the public, | 
so that industry may proceed without let or hin-| 
drance and public welfare be conserved. | 

Is this ideal possible, or must force continue to. 
be the arbiter in industrial matters? The coming 
conference will show whether we are prepared to 
make real progress through mutual trust and the 
application of the principle of justice in our dealings 
as employers and employes.

Bavarians Grow Balky. 

The separatist spirit among the 
Bavarians continued to! increase. 
The effect of this movement, 
which “the Bavarian Government 
silently allowed, began to be felt 
and was instrumental in incras- 
ing the effect of the enemy’s prop- 
aganda. 

The agitation against the Kaiser 
and the Crown Prince, and even, 
too, against the Bavarian Crown 
Prince, bore its fruit. 

The Bavarian troops began to 
look upon the war as a purely 
Prussian war. The commanding 
officers were no longer so willing 
to make use of them as in the 
earlier years of the war. Only a 
few divisions threw themselves 
forward in the old way. 

At home everyone was com- 
pletely under the influence of the 
foe’s propaganda and the speeches 
of the enemies’ statesmen, that 
were designed particularly for ys. 
We still could not enter into our 
foe’s way of thinking. All the 
parties present in the Reichstag, 
with exception of the right wing 
of the Center, echoed the blowlike 
words of the enemy’s propaganda 
and hurried with their proposals 
for reconciliation, explanations and 
demobilization, as if to settle the 
world. 

The Foreign Secretary (Von 
KuhImann), who incorporated the 
whole tendency in his person, ex- 
pressed himself as saying that the 
war could not be decided upon 
the battlefield. This was true if 
one had in mind the war against 
the unfriendly home front and the 
support given by the political war 
machine to the carrying on of the 
war. This was false if one be- 
lieved in reconciliation and under- 
standing, and that is what was 
propored. The Foreign Secretary 
exprerfied only what the majority 
was thinking. 

In this way in the Reichstag, in 
the press and in every place they 
harangued our wearied people and 
our soldiers from whom the su- 
preme command must demand, in 


the name of the fatherland, tho 


sacrifice of their lives on the bat- 
tlefield. 


Could it be expected that under 
such influences weak natures 
could become strong? Could it be 
expected that spoiled youths who 
in the latter years had grown up 
without paternal discipline in the 
midst of political agitators and 
dissipation, who had earned a 
great deal of money and who now 
ies a short training had joined 

troops, or that men of restless 
minds after their reclamation was 
over, could be made into soldiers 
who would fight resignedly for 
King and fatherland? 

Is it not more likely that they 
all were thinking only of the pres- 
ervation of their lives? Was it not 
to be supposed that these influ- 
ences must work disastrously upon 
unfirm natures, particularily in 
hours of stress when human weak- 
nesses are to the front? Could it 
be otherwise than that all this 
should find an echo at home? 

Upset by Bolshevik Agent. 

In addtiion to this, Bo!shevism 
crept up nearer and nearer, will- 
ingly taken up and disseminated 
by the Independent Socia] Demo- 
crats, and permitted officially to 
make itself at home in Berlin. We 
had warned against allowing Joffe 
to come to Berlin, and, advised by 
the commander in chief in the 
East, had suggested that further 
negotiations with him be conduct- 
ed in any one city of the occupied 
district. 

Ina desperate effort to gain the 
support of BolsNevik Russia, the 
German Government received Len- 
in’'s ambassador, Joffe. His first 
act was to raise the red flag over 
his embassy, an act that caused the 
Junkers to rage strenuously. Pro- 
vided with huge propaganda 
funds, he entertained lavishly and 
hungry German legislators, offi- 
cials and Socialist leaders flocked 
to his headquarters. Charges were 
printed that he had a large num- 
ber of women to reinforce his ef- 
forts with their charms. He openly 
carried on plotting with the radi. 
cal leaders and distributed great 
quantities of propaganda. 

We soon recognized in what 
manner Bolshevism worked.  In- 
numerable warnings were spoken. 
The deputy general staff handed 


lutionary tendency of the latter. 
Nothing was effected. 
Shock People and Army. 

When I again pointed out to the 
Foreign Office the work of Herr 
Joffe and the dangers of his stay 
in Berlin, I was answered that he 
was better taken care of in Berlin 
than elsewhere. There he was 
under their eyes. But, alas, these 
eyes were blind. 

As long as Germany showed her- 
self complaisant to Bolshevism 
Herr Joffe was able to shake the 
war efficiency of the German peo- 
ple in a way that the Entente, in 
spite of blockade and propaganda, 
could never have done. 

With this object in view, . he 

placed rich materials at the dis- 
posal of the subversive elements 
in our land. The full extent of 
his revolutionary activities was of 
course apparent only at a later 
date. In Magdeburg the leader of 
the Independent Social Democrats, 
Vater, said: 

Since Jan. 25, 1918, we have 
systematically prepared the revo- 
lution. We have incited our peo- 
ple who were going to the front 
to desert the flag. These de- 
serters we have organized, sup- 
plied with false papers, with 
money and unsigned pamphlets. 
We sent these men in every direc- 
tion, especially again to the front, 
in order that they might work 
among the soldiers there and un- 
dermine the front. They have 
induced the soldiers to surrender 
and so have brought about a grad- 
ual but sure decay. 

Silently and Inexorably. 

Side by side with this went the 
revolutionary and Bolshevik in- 
fluence of the men of leave. The 
rankest propaganda was worked 
in railway trains. The _ soldiers 
who were going on leave were 
moved not to return to the front; 
those who were on their way to 
the front, were appealed to to as- 
sume a passive attitude or to de- 
sert the flag and to mutiny. 
About the end of June and the 
beginning of July there was much 
that was still invisible but § si- 
lently, inexorably, working. 

Whether one was inclined to the 
Left People’s party, to the So- 
cialist or the Bolsheviks, there 
was a common endeavor to un- 
dermine authority; for years this 
had been preparing. Now in the 
time of the State's need this came 
up to the surface. 

I will not speak of the ambitious 
members who now robbed our 
weak Government of the last ves- 
tige of respect nor even of how 
from every side there were those 
who endeavored to shake my 
position and trust in me because 
I represented the support of au- 
thority. 

That was a crime on the 
part of the Democratic party and 
the Majority Socialistic party; no, 
it was, to use the words of Tally- 
rand, worse than that—it was a 
blunder. A blunder of such 
colossal weight and shortsighted- 
ness that nothing can hush it up. 


Officers Not Aristocratic. 


Instead of seeing in the officer 
the representative of governmental 
order, many see in him nothing 
but the representative of ‘“mili- 
tarism,’’ without being clear as to 
what the officer really had to do 
with the complaints that they fcit 
called upon to make. Everything 
Was so senseless, 

Our officers’ corps had never 
played politics; it had long lost in 
the war its exclusiveness which 
before the war had been con- 
sidered a worthy thing to pre- 
serve. It was recruited from alli 
classes and all parties; everyone 
might become an officer. 

In many ways it was, alas, no 
longer the old officers’ corps. 
Certain improprieties were to be 
blamed upon the strange elemerts, 
the lowering of our national mo- 
rale and the inexperience of many 
officers who had risen to <tcheir 
grades too soon only becaus: the 
loss of officers had been so un- 
usually high on the battlefield. 

The time will come when the 
eyes of the credulous German peo- 
ple will be opened to these con li- 
tions, but also to its own thank- 
lessness and to its own serious 
crime against this order, and 
therefore against the army, father- 
land and itself. May it then pick 
out the guilty ones.

HE German people never again 
T wn be a free people! 

On the contrary, they wil! 
drop out of the ranks of the great 
nations of the world—either slow- 
ly or quickly, according to their 
Constitution and their population. 
Then a new renaissance for Ger- 
many, like that which was at- 
tempted at Weimar, will be wholly 
impossible. We are in a worse sit- 
uation now than we were at the 
end of the Tnirty Years’ War in 
October, 1648, which left Ger- 
many dismembered and stripped 
of all her valuable territory. 

Then France and the Govern- 
ment of the grasping Gustavus 
Adolphus seized our rich bishop- 
rics and other valuable areas. Then 
France obtained three territorial 
divisions whose names rise again 
in the trinity of disasters whic? 
preceded our peace—Toul, Ver- 
dun and Metz. 

But then Germany had the Elec- 
tor of Brandenburg in Potsdam, 
from which radiated the genesis 
of the new empire of two centurizs 
and a quarter Iter. At that later 
date there was a Bismarck to 
guide us. And then the Emperor. 
But who today? 

Germany Bereft of a Leader. 

I make the statement that Ger- 
mans never again will be free be- 
cause I am confronted with the 
fact that .Germany today is with- 
out a wise, powerful or dignified 
statesmanship. What does Ger- 
many need most if this impending 
disaster is to be averted? 

First of all, she needs a new 
Potsdam. She needs to restore her 
self-consciousness. We have fallen 
from the greatest heights to the 
lowest depths, and it is idle ‘for 
Germans to talk light-heartedly of 
réconstruction, as some are doing 
now. Reconstruction! We are, in 
fact, ever sinking deeper' 

I prophesy that the ascent of 
r2covery, if it ever comes, will be 
terribly hard and difficult. It can 
and will succeed if and only our 
people are resolute and untiring in 
national fortitude and national de- 
termination. Let them follow the 
example of France, of Italy, of En- 
gland—yes, and of Serbia. For 
+ 3 are much worse off now than 
was Serbia. Let them follow the 
example of another people of re- 
cent years, the native of India. 

Must Avenge All Insults. 

What is the situation today? 
What is the problem for us Ger- 
mans? It is this: So long as we 
remain, as we are now, a people 
with the weakest of national fex!l- 
ings, answering these seizures of 
our territory and other indignities 
with talk of reconciliation, thus 
leaving the\insults unavenged and 
inviting further encroachments; s6 
long as we are lacking in any 11a- 
tional pride, we are far from the 
forms and customs of other na- 
tions So long as fighting fe''ow- 
Germans in other parts of the 
world means more to us than hoid- 
ing together against a foreign foe, 
so long will we never rise, bu* fall 
farther. 

In the battle of the Allemani the 
old warriors called to their interp- 
id chieftains: ‘“Dismount from 
your horses;” With that they lost 
the battle. 

We were brought to disaster in 
this war by internal dissensions. 
Again our generation was not 
great enough politically, and in 
some sections morally, for our 
times. 

What is the remedy to be? If 
the German people awake with 
pride and emotion and show again 
the strength, the courage and the 
self-sacrifice which even during 
the war it displayed under the 
Prussian-German state, then it will 
do right to count the event of the 
world war among its most sacre} 
memories in its national! history. 


Germany Like Riderless Horse. 

In short, Germany has been, as 
it was in the days of Martin J.u- 
ther, a fine horse needing but ore 
thing—a rider. For, in spite of the 
poor quality of our allies, we he:d 
our ground against an overwhelm- 
ing superiority of strength; we de- 
fied England’s world-conspiracy 
against us; we kept up our courage 
for years, in spite of the slanders 
uttered against our peaceful dispo- 
sition and in spite of the brutal de- 
struction of countless little settle- 
ments of Germans if all parts of 
the earth. 

Our men knew how to strike the 
foe and give their lives for Ger- 
many by sea and on land, and the 
memory of this shall make future 
generations of Germans marvel 
and give them faith. 

In every respect the fight that 
was forced upon us bore promise 
of success, and even after all our 
errors it was still possible, in Oc- 
tober, 1918, to resist a peace of 
destruction. But the greeds of in- 
ternal politics which throughout 
the war had been ready to capitu- 
late to the external enemy had 
seized the bridle of a riderless peo- 
ple. 

Outside of Europe. we got no 
support in the war from our sons 
who had emigrated, although in 
other parts of the world German- 
dom had maintained itself by its 
own strength. This was notably 
true in the Latin States of South 
and Central America, and in Mex- 
ico. That much-mistaken rescript 
of Baron von der Heydt, in forcing 
military service on Germans in 
Latin-America, actually crippled 
emigration there in favor of North 
America. The rescript was only to 
provide in a fatherly fashion for 


als and monuments of which there 
was no lack with us, always left 
me cold. 

And in keeping with the lack of 
national character which they 
brought with them from their fa- 
therland, the 10,000,000 Germans 
in North America have watched 
Germany go to her ruin without 
lifting a finger to stop it!

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confessed to me that he already 
had become an American citizen! 
The manner in which he boasted 
of this did not make a pleasant 
impression on me, and as soon as 
he said it I availed myself of the 
opportunity to attach myself to 
another American gentleman for 
the rest of my visit to Harvard. 

Against my will, this former 
German must have sensed that 
something was wrong, due to the 
impression made ‘upon me by his 
remark, for he turned to a naval 
officer who accompanied me as 
one of my staff and said: 

“Your chief seems to wonder 
that I became an American citi- 
zen so soon, but you ought to un- 
derstand, for I have been made a 
professor here sooner than I would 
have been in Germany, and so I 
must be grateful.” 

Lost His Kultar in America. 

It must be obvious that what 
this gentleman had brought with 
him from Germany—all the for- 
mer training, all the nationality, all 
 thre_.education, and all the priceless 
German kultur, no longer played 
any part in his mind. 

I am farced to mention such ex- 
amples and can remember many 
others like them during my trip 
with Prince Henry; mention is 
forced in order to characterize the 
lack of national vride, national 
sentiment for the beloved Father- 
land and its obligations, which 
seems to have been fatally inherent 
in our people. 

With these experiences fresh in 
mind, the national celebrations in 
Germany, the unveiling of memori- 


eel, in Worse Plight Than at End of 30

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the future welfare of German emi- 

grants. Those in North America, 

however, were lost to us forever. 
Sons Showed Ingratitude. 

When Chancellor von Buelow 
proposed, in 1900, to abolish this 
rescript there were still some 
voices raised in favor of its pres- 
ervation. Many millions of Ger- 
mans who had emigrated were lost 
to us, both mentally and physical- 
ly, and they enriched those coun- 
tries which were afterwards our 
worst enemies. 

Without the aid of German ef- 
forts, past and present, the entente 
would never have been able to in- 
flict upon us the present humilia- 
tion—one of the bitterest features 
of our position. 

It was our poorly-developed na- 
tional sense, as much as the con- 
ditions which greeted our emi- 
grants to America, which made the 
absorption of these millions of 
Germans by America unavoidable 
and rendered the abandonment of 
their nationality with speed and 
in a remarkably easy manner. 

Ex-Soldiers March in New York. 

I recall an enormous torchlight 

procession in New York in honor 


, Of Prince Henry of Prussia, who 
I accompanied on his tour of the 
United States. Fourteen  thou- 
sand Germans marched in this 
parade—all ex-soldiers! All in 
their prime! It was with sad feel- 
ings that I witnessed this spec- 
tacle. 


For, if the question of nation- 
ality and their loyalty was ever 
broached to these Germans, their 
answer would generally be: “We 
think of Germar S our mother, 
but of the United States as our 
wife. We must stand by the Unit- 
ed States.” 


And I confess I had still less 
pleasant experiences while on that 
tour with Prince Henry. The 
ideals with which their Father- 
land had endowed them seemed to 
be quickly forgotten for the sake 
of the mere material advantages 
of American life. 

A professor at Harvard Univer- 
sity, belonging to a good German 
family, who had been a lecturer 
at an important German univer- 
sity, was showing me the buildings 
and grounds at Cambridge. He 
had only gone to the United 
States a few years before but he

OW comes the very latest strike call—with the country strike-weary! 

“Let the mothers strike!” proclaims a tired woman, in a recently 
published communication on the pext-to-insoluble servant problem. 
“The questions, problems, anxieties of the modern mother, wife and house- 
keeper,” this new “walking delegate” points out, “are now almost unendur- 
able, and I wonder, as it’s the fashion to strike, why a mothers’ strike 
wouldn’t be a good thing. If there is any harder working or worked person, 
on the face of the globe than the mother, wife and housekeeper of today, I 


would like to see her.” 
So would I. 
compared with the daily perforgnance 


Yet there never will be. ’ 
a mothers’ strike. Unstandardized | 
conditions of labor, unlimited over- 
time, no vacations and the lowest 
of living wages—all these occupa- 
tional hardships never will “call 
out” the mothers from American 
homes. 

Why? 

Because mothers always will re- 
member what employers and em- 
ployes both have forgotten, in our 
recent labor upheavals—that the in- 
nocent ‘public is the chief sufferer 
from every strike. And the mothers’ 
“innocent public” is composed of 
their little children. 

-Nobody in the world, I. suppose, 
has such a long working day as the 
mother of two or three small chil- 
dren in a servantless home _  sup- 
’ ported by a small income. She must 
be up by 6 o'clock, at the latest. If 
she is conscientious there are few 
moments of the ensuing day which 
she may call her own. Besides the 
routine of housework and market- 
ing there is the bathing, the dress- 
ing, the preparing of food, the su- 
pervision of naps and outings, the 
answering of innumberable ques- 
tions, the endless mending and mak- 
ing of small garments, all the 
trillion details of caring for the 
niost helpless objects on earth—im- 
mature human beings. The mother 
of them, assuming he is without 
assistance, is lucky if she can turn 
out the gas at 10 p. m., lucky if she 
has eight hours of uninterrupted 
sleep. That leaves her a 16-hour 
working day. 

Suppose mothers struck for what

into her home! 


How could the scab pass the effi-

No strike would ever be so easily 
won as that of the mothers—-yet they 
will not even make a fight. There is 
always that little “innocent public’ 
to consider. 


Are we, therefore, to go on taking
